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REPORT 


OF THE 


‘PRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC EIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Millis Library have to report the addition 
of abont three hundred and twenty-five volumes, also the grati- 
fying fact that the library seems to be well appreciated by the 
people, as by the records there have been taken ont an average 
of nearly one thousand volumes to the quarter, or about four 
thousand in the course of the year. Now when we consider the 
number of books on hand up to December this means that each 
book in the library has been out five times on an average during 
the year. The librarian reports that as a rule the books are 
well taken care of by those who use them. 

Many of our citizens are aware that the Boston Record, news- 
paper, offered a prize for an article written from the towns in 
the vicinity of Boston, stating their advantages as a subuiban 
residence; the amount of the first prize to be fifty and the, 
second twenty-five dollars, to he given to the public library of 
the fortunate town. The article on Millis, written by the Rev. 
Mr. Jameson, secured the first prize by the vote of the public, 
as required by the terms of the offer, Millis receiving twenty- 
two thousand votes as against eight thousand for Concord, 
. which obtained the second prize. 
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The total number of yolumes on hand at the end of the year 
was one thousand and twenty-five, to be increased by the num- 
ber purchased with the proceeds of the Record gift, but not yet 
received. The trustees haye also purchased and placed on the 
table of the library for the ensuing year, copies of the Century, 
Atlantic, Harper's. Popular Science Monthly. also the Forum 
and the North American Reyiew. 

The board would ask for the ensuing year, for the pay of the 
librarian, the purchase of one or two more cases, and the inci- 
dental expenses, the sum of one hundred dollars, with such 
further sums as the town may think it wise to grant for the 
purchase of books from time to time: also for the continuance 
of the periodicals.

THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE CrrieNs or Minus: Under a government like 
ours, where the sovereign rulers are the people, it is of first 
importance to the security and welfare of the State that the 
people shall be good citizens. But good citizens must certainly 
be persons of uprightness, intelligence, s00d morals, indu: ys 
and devoted to the publie welfare. Fence the State for its 
own sake is concerned to nurture these qualities in those who 
constitute now and are to constitute in the future the 
power, that is, the people. , 

It was for the purpose of rearing good citizens that the State 
first established our public schools and for this are they still 
maintained; for good citizens are the only sufticient se unity of 
a government by the people, so that here are at stake the safety 
and prosperity of our Commonwealth and the Nation. 

The great object, therefore, to be kept in mind in the man- 
agement and instruction of our public schools is the same that 
has ever been contem plated in their maintenance by the State, 
viz.: to make good citizens. 

Tn answer to the question raised and much discussed of late : 
“What shall the Public Schools teach?” one able writer replies 
as follows: “The State ought to see that its children have a 
fair opportunity to learn four things, viz.: to think, to work, to 
behave and to love their country.” 

This answer is based on the idea that these things are essen- 
tial to good citizenship. If taught to think, and to think right, 
intelligence and right sentiments are secured ; if taught to be- 
have, right action, truthfulness, obedience to God, morality and 
good manners are encouraged; if taught to work, having an 
occupation, the learning of some art or trade, and the habits of 
industry are fostered; and if taught to love their country, 
devotion to public welfare and patriotism are promoted 


governing 


Education along these lines will tend to make the peor 
good citizens. But the State has on its hands a work attended 
with increasing difficulties and embarassments as the years oo 
on. Somewhat by reason of the poverty of homes. ma’ ing tl 
labor of children in demand and thus sadly breaking in upon 
their regular attendance in school, and somewhat by reason of 
the demoralizing influences nurtured at home and that drift 
upon us from across the seas in the form of no proper 
training, the want of moral restraints. rudeness of manners 
loyalty to a foreign supremacy. 

It is far more difficult to educate in our schools good and — 
thoughtful American citizens than it was fifty years ago. But 
it is none the less necessary, and with increasing di iculty it | 
will seem that the importance is only the more imperative for 
the safety and welfare of the State. ‘ 

There are arising sentiments and demands; some in accord 
with the original and great purposes of our public schools. and 
some entirely subversive of the development of American citi 
zens and the weal of the State. To hold fasi the good and to — 
resist the evil is the part of every right minded citizen. ; 

The foundation Leet ae of our public school system and its 
legitimate objects should be steadfastly maintained, and liberal 
provisions should be made for the education of all the children 
of the State irrespective of nationality or condition. § 

But that the State shall surrender the education of its chil — 
dren to any other authority, of language. of nation or of church — 
should be firmly resisted. : [ 

For our government which depends upon the people, must — 
control the education of the people, that they may be good and — 
loyal citizens, who know and dare maintain the principles of 
our American civil institutions which are tolerant of all religions 
but must not be dominated and ruled in the interest of any. 
The State without ecclesiastic interference must teach God. 
truthfulness, uprightness, temperance and every virtue as ele- 
ments of a sound morality, for morality is a great essential of 
right citizenship. 2 

The object of the public school being to train up the children — 
of the Commonwealth and of America into intelligent. well 
behaved, productive and loyal American citizens; of course 
whatever will do this to the extent of her resources the State — 
may utilize as legitimate to the instruction she shall give. 

Your committee have aimed to have these things in mind. 
Tt has been their purpose in the selection of teachers. in the - 
choice of text books, in the methods of discipline and instruc-— 
tion to realize insome good measure the results which the State” 
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should desire to achieve through the instrumentality of her 
public schools.

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THE SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE PropLE OF MInLIs AND THE FRIENDS or Kpuca- 
TION : — The children of this town are provided with excellent 
school privileges. 

From the time a child enters the Primary department until 
he graduates from the High school every possible facility is 
afforded him to gain an edueation at once thorough, broad and 
practical. 

The teaching of these days is interesting, quickening to the 
mind, awakening to the thoughts, and so earnest and enthusias- 
tic that a boy or girl must be dull indeed who does not catch the 
inspiration about him and put himself vigorously to learning. 

The instruction and discipline of our school-rooms ought to 
_tnake intelligent, upright and thrifty men and women out of 
our children, notwithstanding the sad lack of right management 
that sometimes exists in our homes. School books the most 
attractive and school supplies in abundance are furnished free 
) to all. Every provision possible seems to be made to render 
_ the ascent of the hill of knowledge easy and inviting: the only 
| thing left to the child to do is to climb. 

To this many apply themselves with earnestness and good 
| cheer, while others fail to appreciate what is done for them and 
their opportunities. 

In the supervision of the schools the last year there has been 
| much open to observation that might be commended in the 
methods of instruction, in the wise management of the teachers, 
and in the fidelity, application and good deportment of the 
pupils. 

The most serious drawback to all our schools has been irregu- 
larity of attendance. While the tardy marks on the registers 
are ne to a few pupils with whom this evil has become chronic, 
probably by the fault and carelessness of parents, yet the marks 
for absences are numerous ; far beyond what they ought to be. 
It is very true that the measles made havoe with one school the 
fall term and all but four in a school of forty were ill for several 
weeks. The scarlet fever made some inroads upon another 
school. But aside from all this, scholars have lost many days 
of school, as one teacher declares as the direct result of taking 
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part in “side issues” and entirely by the fault of the parents. 
If children are absent from school for work, for visiting. or for 
any cause other than illness the parents are usually a party to 
it, and are of course the ones to blame. The readiness with 
which some parents allow their children to lose a day or days of - 
school is surprising, and only shows that on the part of some 
parents there is no proper appreciation of the damage and loss 
they allow their children to suffer for a mere trifle. How shall 
these parents be made to see this subject in its true light? If - 
for any canse except illness a child is kept away or allowed to | 
be absent from school by the parent, what result? 

The parent thereby wastes the public money actually paid for 
his child’s education. He robs the State and takes what does 
not belong to him. He steps in and disturbs the whole school 
where his child belongs, paralizes the good work of the teacher, 
and hinders the progress and interest of all connected with the 
school. He does an injury to those concerned which he has no 
right to inflict. And besides. he does a wrong to his child from 
which the child can never recover. He takes out of that youn, 
life a day or days of instruction which never can be restore: ; 
and does much to deaden and destroy the pupil's interest in 
school and to render his days of attendance of far less benefit 
than they would otherwise haye been. A parent keeps the 
child at home for a day and accounts it a trifle. a matter so trifling 
that it may be carelessly repeated. This is not merely a sad 
mistake, but a wrong done to many persons for which the 
parent is to blame. Other than the pupil's illness the occasion 
for a day's absence should be almost unknown. 

Parents sometimes do another thing. the bad effects of which 
result in many ways. John comes home with his own com- 
ments about the school or the teacher. The parents listen, talk 
it over, criticise and blame the teacher in the presence of John 
and the other children, perliaps never having visited the school 
to observe and not knowing the teacher's side of the story. 
Whatever may be the facts, the child is not the proper person 
to communicate them, and parents should never make remarks 
to the disadvantage of the school or the teacher before their 
children. This rule observed, much harm and injustice would 
he averted, school discipline made much easier and the teacher's 
work often more successful. Those parents who never listen 
to John’s story, and do not allow him to have a story, who 
always speak kindly of the teacher, are the ones who never 
make disturbance in the community and whose children are 
usually good and well behaved scholars. e
